After Soviet Trade Meeting 


MOSCOW —(AP)— Estimates of 


new East-West trade which may 
result from the Soviet-sponsored 
international economic conference 
here grew by leaps and bounds to- 
day. 


The conference ended Saturday 


but many delegates lingered on in 
the Soviet capital, reportedly con- 
tinuing private negotiations. 


A source with the British delega- 


tion predicted Britain may get 50 
million pounds (140 million dollars) 
worth of new business with Russia, 
China and other Communist na- 
tions. Much of this trade, he added, 
would benefit Britain's hard-press- 
ed textile industry. 


China Makes Deals 


Another 
informant 
said 
Red 


China's delegation alone has made 
deals to exchange some 80 million 
dollars worth of goods with West- 
ern nations, including a swap of 
11 million dollars worth of silk, tea, 
oil and manganese for metals, ma- 
chinery, medical equipment and 
consumer goods from France. 


The British and Chinese last 


week signed contracts for exchange 
of 56 million dollars worth of tex- 
tiles and other goods. 


The biggest pending deal of all 


was reported by an American busi- 
nessman last night in a Moscow 
radio broadcast monitored in Lon- 
don. 


Billion in U.S. 


The American, identified as Oli- 


ver Vickery of San 
Francisco, 


president of the Ferrobed Corpora- 
tion of America, said Soviet offi- 
cials had offered to spend a billion 
dollars in the United States in the 
next three years. 


Vickery said he would "take this 


matter up with the proper authori- 
ties in the U.S.A. since 1 do not 
have, the authority to accept this 
huge contract." He added that he 
was not a. Communist and nad told 
the conference the free enterprise 
system produces and distributes 
consumer goods "more equitably 
than any other economic system," 
but that "both communism and 
capitalism should each have a right 
to live according to their own 
choice." 


No Backing

esthetic explosion as she lay on an 
operating table after giving birth 
to her third daughter. 


The explosion knocked an at- 


tending doctor unconscious. But 
the child, delivered by Caesarean 
section, 'had been taken from the 
operating room and was not harm- 
ed. 


Details of the tragedy, which 


occurred Saturday, were disclosed 
last night by Dr. B. G. Dinin, 
medical superintendent at the city- 
owned Cumberland hospital 
in 


Brooklyn. 


He said the blast apparently 


was set off by a spark of static 
electricity acting on the anesthe- 
tic, high-voltage cycopropane. 


Dinin declined to name the at- 


tending physicians but said an in- 
vestigation is under way.

evidence of negigence. 


The dead woman was identified 


as 30-year-old Mrs. Raffehnia Man- 
fra, wife of a Brooklyn navy yard 
laborer.

Survey Shows Rosy Life Ahead 
If We Were All College Grads 


The college graduate enjoys the unquestioned advantage 


of making more money than his unacademic fellows, but at 
the same time there is thrust upon him the less obvious dis- 
tinction of having fewer children. 


These are samples from a recent survey on the Old Grad 


by Time magazine, which likes to point out that 77 per cent 
of its readers are college-trained. 


Other survey samplings: 
There are about 6,000,000 college graduates in the coun- 


try today, and three out of five are men. 


About seven of every ten graduates come from the 21 


states in the Jtuast or Midwest. And half come from cities or 
small towns. If a person was born in the South or lives on 
a farm, the chances are he won't ever get to college. 


Graduates beget graduates. A total of 44 per cent come 


from families in which one or both parents got degrees. 


Surprisingly, 71 per cent of the 6,000,000 total worked 


their way through college, either wholly or partly.

The college men surveyed had median earnings of $4689 


in 1947- (Median is that point at which half the incomes 
were above and half below.) In the same year, the median 
income of all American men was $2200. 


That a college degree pays off in getting the first job 


after graduation is shown by the fact that the college man

The average Old Grad has two children, which is under 


the average for all American married men. This is attributed 
to the practice of birth control.

compares unfavorably, or'perhaps it's favorably, with the 
13 per. gent unmarried among American women as a whole.

Lack of Wealth Poses Problem 
For Asia's Income Tax Agents 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)-Lavish entertainment given Mrs. Eleanor 


Roosevelt by the wealthy Nizam of Hyderabad stirred up some eye- 
brows among American taxpayers. Principal question raised was 
how much these hereditary Indian princes are being taxed today, 
along with the U. S. taxpayers who are contributing military and eco- 
nomic aid to the whole area from Turkey to Indonesia. 


While tax collectors have been cursed up and down these an- 


cient lands ever since Bible times and before, it is only in recent 
years that anything like a modern tax system has begun to make 
its appearance in Asia. Many of the young governments, born since 
the war, are still experimenting with their tax laws. 


In Saudi Arabia and some of the other Mohammedan countries, 


the income tax is considered contrary to Moslem law, for the natives. 
They, pay only religious tithes, called zakats. 
Foreign corporations 


like the Arabian-American oil company pay income taxes, however. 
The oil company pays its royalties and whatever is left over, up to 
50 per cent of its income, is called income tax. 


One of the great handicaps to putting modern income tax sys- 


tems into effect in Asia is that there is little wealth to tax. Per 
capita income is $40 a year in Saudi Arabia and Yemen. In India 
it is $57. It is $85 in Iraq, $98 in Jordan, $108 in Syria, $121 in Egypt 
and $125 in Lebanon. 


In only one country, Israel, does the average income rise above 


these levels. There it is $720 a year—Just half of last year's U. S. 
per capita income of $1,440.

Israel has a really tough tax system. On the first 300 Israeli 


pounds of income-roughly $150 the tax is 15 per cent. Tax credits 
are given for dependents up to $50. The credit for a wife is 30 pounds 
——515. 


'Rates go up gradually to 80 per cent on all net income over 7.000 


pounds-$3,500. These tax rates are now considered so oppressive 
that they are being revised on lowest and highest incomes. But lux- 
ury tax rates are being raised from 35 to 75 per cent on some items. 


Israel's revenues for the year ending March 31 are estimated at 


$56 million. Income taxes raised 35 per cent of this amount, customs 
41 per cent, luxury taxes 13 per cent, property taxes six per cent 
and fees five per cent. U. S. aid to Israel has been $16 million in 
grants and $89 million in loans up to the end of 1951. 


India's tax problem is perhaps the most complicated of the whole 


area. Individual income taxes for 1949, the last year for which full 
data are available, were paid by only 382,000 out of India's 350 mil- 
lion people. 


Two principal reasons are given. First is that most of the 349 - 


618.000 people had no taxable income. The other reason is that ail 
agricultural income is exempt from income taxes. 


This broad exemption was granted to direct more wealth into 


food production to avert future famines. What it has done, of course 
is to give a tax exemption to many big land holders. This includes 
many of the hereditary princes whose wealth isn't all diamonds and 
gold.

The young Indian government's land reform program is still 


largely on paper. As a result, the old "zamindari" system of pri- 
vate tax collectors for absentee landlords is still in effect in many 
areas, though supposedly outlawed. These zamindari get their pay 
out of what they can squeeze from tenant farmers who are often 
left with only a fourth of what they earn. 


The central government collects no land taxes. They are re 


served to state and local governments, as in America. On the other 
hand, no Indian states have income taxes. Instead, the central gov- 
ernment makes payments to local governments from income and oth- 
er taxes it collects. 


Indian income tax rates are higher than in America. They begin 


at 1.7 per cent on earned income Of $700. They are 20 per cent on 
earned income of $6.000. rising gradually to 48 per cent on $20 000 to

In any game of two-hand Ca 


nasta you have no partner to help 
or Inform. Therefore you don't 
gain very much when you put a 
meld down on the table instead 01 
keeping it in your hand where 
your opponent cannot see It. 


That is, you don't gain very 


much as long as the hand contin- 
ues. When the hand 
ends, of 


course, you arc better off if your 
melds are on the table instead of 
in your hand. 


A large part of the skill in two- 


hand Canasta consists in keeping 
melds in your hand as long as 
possible. If you put them down 
too quickly, your opponent knows 
too much about your hand. If you 
don't put your melds down quickly 
enough, your opponent may meld 
out and catch you. 


If your opponent is not good at 


melding out quickly, you can keep 
your melds in your hand until you 
are yourself ready to meld out 
You have all the advantage of con- 
cealing your melds and none of the 
risk that your opponent may meld 
out before you do.

Nearly every mother will* her 


first-born child worries for > fear 
that the infan't eyes will be cross- 
ed because, during the first three 
months of life or so, a baby's eyes 
will float or wander so that they 
do not appear to be looking in the 
same direction. It is only when 
after several months the eyes fall 
to move together, that one has 
to worry about the condition which 
is known as crossed eyes. 


It is important to treat crossed 


eyes as early as possible, since the 
earlier treatment is started the 
better the results, even though 
often much can be done later on. 
A child past the first few months 
of life who shows a tendency to 
close one eye, to tilt the he;d or to 
rub one of the eyes, should be ex- 
amined for crossed eyes since a 
child does not outgrow this con- 
dition by himself. 


Strictly speaking, crossed eyes 


is when one eye turns inward, but 
in some cases the eye may turn 
outward (wall eye) or sometimes 
upward. Any one of several fac- 
tors may cause crossed eyes: a 
blow on the head, heredity, dis- 
ease, 
near 
or 
far-sightedness, 


faulty muscles, and nervous inco- 
ordination. 


There are several kinds of treat- 


ment for crossed eyes and some of 
them can be started as early as a 
year old. Which of the various 
methods to use is a matter which 
must be decided by the physician. 
It may be that glasses will be 
lecommended and this alone can 
do the job. 


Sometimes a patch is placed 


over the good eye which forces 
the youngster to use the weaker 
eye, and therefore aids the mus- 
cles and the vision. Eye muscle 
exercises 
are 
sometimes 
pre- 


scribed and this may be in addition 
to the glasses. In some cases one 
or more operations is necessary 
and this is not 
considered 
a 


dangerous procedure when done 
by a competent specialist. 


RESULTS NOT IMMEDIATE 
The results of treatment do not 


come at once and it may take a 
year or more to bring about im- 
provement, but this is well worth 
while. The poor eyesight that 
comes with crossed eyes is a se- 
vere handicap for any youngster. 
It interferes with his work in 
school and his pleasure at play. 
It can also have a serious psycho- 
logical effect on the youngster 
since playmates may call .Mm 
"cockeyed" or some other nick- 
name. 


For all these reasons it is im- 


portant to identify a youngster 
with crossed eyes just as early as 
possible and to start skilled treat- 
ment promptly. Those who do not 
do this will have children who ar« 
handicapped by something which 
could readily have been avoided. 
The early and proper treatment of 
crossed eyes is preventive medi- 
cine at its best.

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Will Reopen Draft Cases With Educational Deferments 
230,000 Young 
Men Will Have 
Status Scanned 


High School Yrouths 
Advised They Can 
Enter Universities 


WASHINGTON — (AP)- 
Local 


draft boards throughout the nation 
soon must begin reopening the 
cases of all youths with education- 
al deferments. 


Officials at national Selective 


Sen-ice headquarters told a re- 
porter today this probably will in- 
volve upwards of 230,000 young 
men, 
probably all 19-year-olds or 


older. A deferment cannot be 
granted until the youths receive 
notice of induction. 


Under the draft law local boards 


can grant deferments for only one 
year, except for certain high school 
students. In cases other than edu- 
cational deferments, officials said, 
many have been limited to six- 
months periods. 


209,810 Listed 


Regulations specifically require 


the re-opening of cases at the end 
"of the academic year for all youths 
granted educational deferments to 
attend college. As of Feb. 29 there 
were 209,810 in that categoiy. 


Under law a youth not previous- 


ly ' granted an educational defer- 
ment is entitled to one, upon his 
request, to finish an academic 
year he already has started fti 
college, provided he maintains 
satisfactory class standing. There 
were 17,287 such "statutory de- 
ferments" on Feb. 29. 


In the case of high school stu- 


dents, the law provides for a 
statutory deferment upon request 
from the time a youth reacnes the 
age of 18 for as long as he is in 
good standing until he is graduated 
or reaches the age of 20, which- 
ever occurs first. 


There were 59,174 youths Jn high 


school with "statutory deferments" 
on Feb. 29, but national Selective 
Service officials said they had no 
breakdown on how many will be 
graduated or reach the age of 20 
this year. 


After a high school youth has 


been graduated, if he desires to en- 
ter college It is the practice to 
grant him a statutory deferment 
for his freshman year. His high 
school record must indicate he 
could make good in college, offi- 
cials said. 


One used these words to sum up 


the situation for high school stu- 
dents planning to go to college this 
year. 


"PracUcally^any kid planning on 


going to college this, fall as an en- 
tering freshman—who made good 
ertough grades in high school to 
merit consideration—will just about 
be assured he can spend his first 
year in college if he maintains 
class standing and provided he is 
not ordered for induction before 
he gets started in college."
